Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114

wherein the optical properties changing unit comprises a glass cover, a hard cover, and a 

lens different from the lens module of the camera system in combination with other claim 

elements. 

Claims 107-108, 110, 112, 145 are allowed as being dependent from claim 106. 
Claims 1 14-1 16, 119, 146 are allowed as being dependent from claim 113. 
Claims 121, 124, 147 are allowed as being dependent from claim 120. 
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Claims 127, 129, 148 are allowed as being dependent from claim 125. 
Claims 158-162 are allowed as being dependent from claim 157. 
Claims 164-168 are allowed as being dependent from claim 163. 
Claims 170-172 are allowed as being dependent from claim 169. 
Claims 175-177 are allowed as being dependent from claim 174.
